of Bucks County Corp. which 
sought a special exception to the 
township zoning code.

from concrete or whether they 
are, 
for 
legal 
purposes, 
the 
same. The court decision was 
used 
to 
support 
a 
company 
claim that they are different. 


The company sought the ex­ 


ception to establish its plant at 
Dunks Ferry and Street Roads 
on a 4.14 arce site in the Moore- 
house tract which is zoned M2, 
general manufacturing. 


A use permit was originally 


granted to the company last 


November but Joseph L. Mal­ 


lard. zoning officer, revoked the 
permit because a township o r­ 
dinance prohibits the manufac­ 


ture of cem ent under the M2 
designation.

Authority Holds Up Sewer Payment

Residents of Edgely, who have 
been experiencing nothing but 
mud, rocks, dirt and ruts for 
the past six months, should soon 
see their community return to 
normalcy. 


The Bristol Township Author­ 
ity, after being urged by Town­ 
ship Commissioner Charles Wor­ 
thington to take action in “ clean­ 
ing up the mess,” announced it 
is holding up payment of nearly 
$65,000 to the sewer contractor.

Sewer Contract 


Walter G.

chairman, directed authority so­ 
licitor, William J. Carlin, to hold 
up paym ent of $64,655.91 to Al- 
conn Utilities, Inc., of Verona. 
N.J. The firm has an $845,822.75 
contract for the installation of 
sewers in Edgely and Landreth 
Manor. 


Barner said the paym ent be­ 
ing held up covers w ork per-

formed by Alconn up to and in- 
■iuding April 30. 


The authority also has direct­ 
ed the contractor to use oil for 
penetrating the stones in the 
paving of streets and roads. Bar­ 
ner said the Alconn “ has refus­ 
ed to use oil as directed by a 
change order” approved by the 
authority and its consulting engi­ 


neers, Gannett, Fleming, Cord- 
dry and Carpenter, Inc., of Har­ 
risburg. 
B arner said the firm won’t be 
paid its money until “ the Edge­ 
ly area is cleaned up and paving 
is done according to the change 
order.”

appeared 
before 
the 
House Judiciary Committee as 
it ended a fourth week of hear­ 
ings on 147 proposals to over­ 
ride recent Supreme Court deci 
sions barring prayer and Bible 
reading as 
required 
parts of 
public school programs.

children.”
